Now we do not even know 
whether the sinking of the ship was 
caused by a mine or by a torpedo, 
fired from a German submarine, nor 
do ive know 
whether in this latter 
case the Arabic itself may not by its 
actions, perhaps, have justified pro­ 
ceedings of the commander of the 
submarine. 
“ Only after all these circumstances 
have been cleared up will it be pos­ 
sible to say whether tho commander 
of one of our submarines wont be­ 
yond bis instructions, in which case 
the imperial government would not 
hesitate to give such complete satis­ 
faction to th** United Staten as would 
conform to the friendly relations ex­ 
isting between the two governments
